MYSTERIES OF A JUNK OF COAL. 

For years no one supposed that a piece of soft 
coal dug up from its mine or bed in the earth, 
possessed any other property than being combus- 
tible, or was valuable for any other purpose than 
asa fuel. It was next found that it would af- 
ford a gas which is also combustible. Chemical 
analysis proved it to be made up of hydrogen. 
In process of time mechanical and chemical in- 
genuity devised a mode of manufacturing this 
gas and applying it to the lighting of buildings 
and cities on a large scale. In doing this other 
products of distillation were developed, until 
step by step the following ingredients or materials 
are extracted from it :— 

Ist, an excellent oil to supply light-houses, 
equal to the best sperm oil, and at a lower cost. 

2. Benzorz. A light sort of etherial fluid 
which evaporates easily, and combining with 
vapor or moist air is used for the purpose of 
portable gas lamps, so called. 

3. Naproa. <A heavier fluid, useful to dis- 
solve Gutta Percha, India Rubber, &c. 

4, An oil excellent for lubricating purposes. 

5. Aspnarguv—which is a black solid sub- 
stance, useful in making varnishes, covering roofs 
and covering over vaults. 

6. Parrarine. This isa white crystalline sb- 
stance resembling white wax, and which can be 
made into beautiful wax candles. It melts ata 
temperature of 110° and affords an excellent 
light. 

All of these substances we learn by the Plough 
Loom and Anvil, are now made from the soft 
coal found in Kentucky, and manufactured by 
the Breckenridge coal company at Cloversport in 
that State. They have twelve retorts in opera- 
tion day and night, consuming eight or ten tons 
of coal every 24 hours. 

One can hardly realize as he takes a lump of 
heavy smutty coal in his hand, that he holds 
concentrated therein, all these different ingredi- 
ents chained within, and which a little heat 
properly applied will liberate and present in their 
separate forms, ready for the several purposes to 
which they are adapted. 


FREAK OF NATURE. 

Messrs. Eprrors:—There are two white pine 
trees standing near together in Leominster, 
which are firmly united ata place about eight 
feet from the ground; the trunk of one of these 
trees grows in an oval form below the junction, 
being eighteen inches in diameter in one direc- 
tion and twelve inches in the opposite, and what 
is rather singular, the other tree, which is some- 
what less in diameter below the junction, is 
several inches largest above that. The piece 
which unites them, measures more in circumfer- 
ence than either of the trees, and it appears by 
the direction of the grooves in the bark of it, 
that it was formerly a branch, which by some 
process became engrafted on, and both that and 














GRAPE CULTURE. 

It is time for those who have Grape Vines in 
their grounds to think of uncovering them and 
exposing them to the sun andair. It is also time 
for those who have not yet any set out, and have 
a spot of earth wherein to do it, to think of set- 
ting out a vine or two. It is also time for those 
who have time, and the land and the pecuniary 
means to, and have not done it, to prepare for 
setting out a number of vines combining a varie- 
ty so as to have them ripen in succession. To 
guide those who have never had any experience in 
the mode of close pruning, which many recom- 
mend strongly, we have obtained through the 
kindness of the New England Farmer publishers 
the following cuts. The directions were first laid 
down in Wilson’s Economy of the Kitchen Gar- 
den, and we doubt not will be easily understood 
by those who feel interest enough in the subject 
to carefully peruse the directions given. 
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No. 1. No. 2. No. 3. 


No. 1.—Plant when set out. 
No. 2.—Plant one year after setting out. 
No. 3.—Plant two years after setting out. 


No 1 on the plate is a representation of the 
plant when set out, of one year’s growth from 
the cutting, and is to be cut off to one good bud, 
as shown by the cross lines. The lower bud is 
seldom counted, and the upper bud is to be al- 
lowed to produce one shoot ; the young buds on 
this shoot will many of them shoot out in the 
course of the summer, which should be pinched 
off. 

No. 2 represents the plant of one shoot, one 
year after being planted, and is to be cut down 
to two good buds, about fifteen or eighteen inch- 
es high from the ground. The shoots from these 
two buds are to be trained to a trellis, horizon- 
tally, toa distance of four feet, and then their 
ends pinched off, as we intend the plant to fill a 
space in width of eight feet. 


No. 3 represents the plant two years after set- 
ting out, with the last year’s horizontal shoots as 
they must be cut in to three good buds. The two 
buds next to the stem, are to be allowed to shoot 
and grow upward as high as they please, to be 
tied up to the trellis, and the end buds to be train- 
ed horizontally, to the limits of three or four feet 
distance, and again pinched off. 
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No. 4.—Vine three years after setting out. 
No. 4 represents the plant three years from set- 
ting out, with its two last year’s upright shoots, 
as they must be cut down to four good buds, 
which are this year to bear fruit, and the hori- 
zontal cut in to three good buds ; their shoots are 
all to be trained upright, which will complete the 
head of your vine, with eight branches at about 








the tree to which it attached itself, continue to 
grow much more rapidly from the union upwards 
than that from which the branch proceeded.

Near Fryeburg village are a cou- 
ple of elms, which we believe are united in a simi- 
lar manner.

Instead of the fruit being, as the 
pedler represented, ‘‘valuable for pies, puddings, 
and preserves, and make a good wine to boot,” 
it is not fit to be used for any such purpose, and 
is not, where even the most ordinary fruits or 
berries can be had. The whole scheme of selling 
this ‘‘ground cherry”’ is a cheat.

PORTRAIT OF THE CHINESE POTATO. 

We have received from Wm. R. Prince, Esq., 
of Flushing, N. Y., a portrait of the Dioscorea 
Batatas, or Chinese Potato, showing its appear- 
ance as growing within and above the ground. 

Our readers have heard much of this new root, 
brought a few years ago from China. It has 
been highly recommended by Mr. Pringe, as 
promising to more than make good the place of 
the common potato, which is now 80 subject to 
the rot. On the other hand some have pronounc- 
ed it a great ‘‘humbug,’’ and denounced it by 
all the terms of ridicule and caricature which 
their wit could invent. We know nothing of 
the culture or the value of this Chinese produc- 
tion, but we admire the perseverance of Mr. 
Prince, who adheres to his favorite Batatas, 
through evil or through good report, with all 
the firmness of a martyr. Those who wish to 
see a representation of the root in question, can 
do so by calling at our office.

No. 5.—Vine four years after setting out. 





No. 5 represents the vine four years after set-_ 
ting out, with the two centre branches that bore 
fruit last year, as they must be cut down to four 
buds for bearing fruit. The next two to one 
good bud, for producing one good wood shoot. 
The next and last two, to three buds for bearing 
fruit. Its regular culture, afterwards, is to cut 
four of the branches low down, and to leave four 
longer to bear fruit alternately, always allowing 
the branches that bear fruit one year, to be cut 
down, for recovering a good shoot again for bear- 
ing the next. 

The other mode of training, is called horizon- 
tal training, but may be extended to any hight 
or distance, so as you retain the leading shoot, or 
it may be confined to a very low space by cutting 
it off. 

No. 6 represents the plant when set out, the 
same age as the other ; to be cut also to one good 
bud, asate. This bud to be allowed to produce 
one good shoot. 
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No. 8.

No. 7.—Vine one year after setting out. 
No. 8.—Vine two years after setting out. 

No. 7 represents the plant one year after set- 
ting out, to be cut down to three good buds as 
ate. The shoot from the upper one of which is 
to be trained upright, and the two lower ones to 
be trained horizontally. 

No. 8 represents the plant two years from set- 
ting out, the leading shoot of which is to be cut 
down to nine buds, as ate. The upper bud to be 
allowed to shoot uprigh®, and all the others hori- 
zontally ; four feet from each side. The two last 
year’s horizontal, cut as they must be to one 
good bud, its shoots to be trained as it was last 
year. 

No. 9 represents the plant three years after set- 
ting out, with its branches cut as they must be. 
The two lower ones to three good buds for bear- 
ing fruit. The next two cut to one good bud for 
wool. The next two, to three for fruit. The

next two, to one. The other two to three, and 
the leading one again to nine. The upper bud 
to haye its shoots con- 
tinue upright—the oth- 
er eight horizontally. 

No. 10 represents the 
plant four years from set- 
ting out, with its branch-~ 
es cut as they must be. 
The lower two, to one 
good bud; the second 
two, to three buds; the 
third two to one; the 
fourth two to three; the 
fifth two to one; the 
sixth two to three; the 
seventh two to one; the 
eighth two to three; the 
ninth two to one, and 
Ne. 9.—Vine three years the leading shoot to nine 

after setting out. buds, all to be managed 
in the same way as last year. Andin this way 
you may continue your plant as far as there is 
room ; when that is terminated, cut off your lead- 
ing shoot, and regulate all the horizontal branches 
so that they may bear fruit and wood alternately 
to the end of the grape vine’s existence. 

It may be necessary to 
observe, that in the first 
mode described for train- 
ing the vine, the two 
horizontal branches or 
arms, to support the up- 
right shoots, are intend- 
ed to extend four feet 
from each side of the 
main stem, and on each 
of them are to be select- 
ed four upright branch- 
es which will make them 
about a foot apart. It 
will be necessary to rub 
off any intermediate 
buds, so as to regulate 
them, to be placed at 
‘proportionate distances. 
And after they are once 
cut down to one bud, 
No. 10.—Vine four years the next year’s cutting 

after setting out. down would be a joint 
higher, and this may be allowed fora year or 
two; but whenever they get too far above the 
arms, by cutting down to the lowermost new bud, 
they must be cut down on the old wood near their 
origin, and only one good shoot allowed to grow; 
any other bud to be rubbed off. And the same 
rule must be observed in cutting all those trained 
on a horizontal plan. In directing vine buds to 
be left on the leading shoot, it is only intended 
in case the plant be very strong and vigorous ; 
should it not be so, it would be better to cut it to 
five, or even to three buds; in which case there 
would be only one or two branches on each side 
instead of four, as exhibited in the plate; and 
the choice of numbers should always be regulated 
by the strength and condition of the vine. 

But the grape may be produced in large quan- 
tities and fine quality, without the exact 
pruning detailed above. Plant and tend it as 
you would any thing else that you wish to make 
flourish rapidly, and after it has covered as much 
space as you care to have it, prune it, so as to 
leave the branches free and clear of each other, 
and so as to admit freely the sun and air. In 
this manner the plant will not have so full a sup- 
ply of roots, as under the system of close prun- 
ing, but with proper feeding, will flourish and 
produce abundantly. There is no necessity, 
therefore, of any person neglecting to set grape 
roots, because he does not fully understand the 
principles of after-culture. 











MASS. STATE AG. SOCIETY. 

We are happy to see that this old and time- 
honored pioneer of agricultural societies is again 
to take the field of action. After having sus 
pended its annual shows for many years, the 
trustees have concluded to re-commence them, 
and next October will see a splendid show in Bos- 
ton under their direction. The following an- 
nouncement we clip from the Boston Courier: 
The quarterly meeting of the Board of Agri- 
culture was held at the State Farm, in West- 
borough, on Wednesday. His Excellency, the 
Governor, was present and presided. There was 
a very full attendance. The committee of ar- 
rangements reported progress relative to prepara- 
tion for holding a State show and fair in the fall. 
Col. Wilder, chairman of the aforesaid commit- 
tee, referred the matter of fixing the place and 
time to the members at this meeting. After a 
mutual conference it was unanimously decided 
to hold the fair in Boston, provided the Agricul- 
tural Grounds—where the National show con- 
vened two years ago—can be obtained, anda 
sufficient guarantee fund can be secured. The 
time fixed upon is the 20th, 2lst, 22d and 23d 
days of October. 

The following list of officers was appointed by 
the Board to take charge and make all necessary 
arrangements for the exhibition:—President, M. 
P. Wilder of Dorchester; Secretary, Charles L. 
Flint of Boston; Treasurer, Wm. G. Lewis of 
Framingham ; Committee of Arrangements, M. 
P. Wilder of Dorchester, Samuel Chandler of 
Lexington, John Brooks of Princeton, George 
Marston of Barnstable, Wm. G. Lewis of Fra- 
mingham, Moses Newell of West Newbury, Thos. 
J. Field of Northfield. Other important busi- 
ness was transacted.

DOES FARMING PAY?P 

Mr. Eprror :—I little thought, when at your 
request, I handed you a memorandum of what I 
had done on my farm in 1855, that I should stir 
up the wits of so wise a man as your Foxboro’ 
correspondent, Mr. P. Whittier. The memo- 
randum given you, was intended more as a leaf 
from a journal or ‘‘log book’’ than from a ledger, 
but Mr. Whittier seizes upon it as an occasion to 
demonstrate his own sagacity, and my folly, and 
to prove that I am on the high road to the Alms- 
house, and the State of Maine to perdition. I 
liad fondly supposed that as I had worked pretty 
hard, and lived rather frugally, I had made a 
little progress, and that the items would show 
that a moderate share of industry had been met 
with hopeful reward. But alas! according to 
the sage Foxboro’ Financier, instead of getting 
ahead, I have worked hafd and gone astern, and 
not only that, he holds out the idea that it could 
not be otherwise in the State of Maine. That 
no farmer here, and in some other States, could 
expect todo anything by farming, unless they 
had alsoa manufactory on their farms. How 
mistaken we have all been, if this philosopher 
Whittier’s doctrine be true. 

And yet it does seem to me that I have done 
something by farming. I never had the means 
to do much, in that business ; 1 never made any 
pretensions to skill in the business. I know ofa 
great many who have done much better by farm- 
ing than Ihave. And yet, it does seem to me 
that I have done something, and that farming 
has paid me. No one pretends that the business 
of farming is so lucrative as some other kinds of 
business, which require great capitals, and are 
liable to great risks, and therefore roll up, or 
roll down profits strongly, such as manufactur- 
ing, commercial pursuits and the like. But yet 
[contend (Mr. Whittier to the contrary not- 
withstanding,) that it has paid me. Indeed, if 
that hasn’t, nothing has, for I have engaged in 
no other business. 

My father gave me, when I started for myself, 
property estimated at six hundred dollars, and I 
gave my notes for the farm on which I have 
always lived, te the amount of ten hundred dol- 
lars. I married, have had much sickness in my 
family, have brought up ten childen, gave them 
opportunities for schooling, kept them as well 
clad as the general run of farmers’ children, and 
gave them all opportunities to learn trades before 
they were out of their times. I have paid my 
notes and my bills, besides paying between two 
and three hundred dollars over twice, and all by 
farming. Now, Mr. Editor, has farming paid? 
I contend it has. I am satisfied with it, and 
also with the State of Maine. The question is 
not whether I could have made more money if I 
had run the risks of speculations, or gone into 
commercial or manufacturing enterprises. I 
might have perhaps accumulated more money in 
the same time, or I might have been even nearer 
the alms house than my Foxboro’ friend has put 
me now. I believe, Sir, that furming, if it does 
not occasionally yield such splendid fortunes as 
the pursuits I have named, is full as safe. An 
examination of facts will prove that where only 
one farmer has failed, an hundred merchants 
have gone over the dam forever. 

I shall not, Mr. Editor, trespass upon your 
time to answer Mr. Whittier’s criticisms on my 
memoranda in detail. There is more plausibility 
than accuracy in them. I am aware that in es- 
timating the amount of hay and the growth of 
stock, it would seem that the value of the hay 
was reckoned twice, but I said nothing of pas- 
turage, to which a large part of that growth 
must be credited, besides, I sold a large part of 
my hay, as you, Mr. Editor, well know, as you 
bought some of it, as you did also of my pota- 
toes, carrots, &c., as did others. 

And then, in his bill of expenses, perhaps I 
am as capable of telling what the true sum is, as 
he is in guessing at it, and I shall beg the privi- 
lege, while I would not be behind him in doing 
my share in paying taxes for the support of 
government and benevolent purposes, to prefer 
my own judgment or that of the assessors of my 
town in graduating it, to his guess work. I was 
fortunate in the turning of my steers, and in the 
rise of value of my colts, and it is as I have 
stated to you. 

I will close by saying that I am not shaken in 
my opinion that farming, though rugged and 
laborious, pays, and that the State of Maine is a 
good state to farm it in and to live in. If some 
think otherwise it will not trouble me to let them 
enjoy their opinion, and if they think the State 
of Maine is not a suitable place to live in, I have 
no objection to their leaving it to be inhabited 
by better citizens than they can pcssibly be.

Savine Trees Girptep By Mice. On the 9th 
of June last, my neighbor J. J. Green, came to 
me and wished me to doctor some apple trees that 
had been girdled by the mice in the winter pre- 
vious. I told him it was too late, but he said he 
guessed not, for he had kept them moist with 
old rags. I went and found when the cloths were 
removed, a new bark covering all the wound. I 
asked him what he had puton the rags. He 
said he took equal parts of garden mould and 
cow manure, made a mortar, and applied this as 
the snow left. His trees are now sound, and have 
grown well the last summer. [N. 0. Bosworth, 
Smithville, N. Y., in Rural New Yorker.

SCIONS WINTER KILLED. 

Mr. Eprror :—The past winter has been severe 
upon fruit trees in all sections of our country. 
The damage sustained is unparallelled in the his- 
tory of fruit growing. The blossom buds of the 
peach, it is said, are destroyed, and those of the 
apple undoubtedly more or lessinjured. Nursery 
trees have sustained much injury, especially im- 
ported pear trees that have been exposed to severe 
cold. In this vicinity, scions of last year’s set- 
ting, especially the plum, are severely injured.— 
The plum scions, in most cases, are entirely dead. 
The apple scions, although killed at the tops, 
will, generally, start below. 

Having been more largely engaged in engraft- 
ing than any other person,—having examined 
apple scions in different localities in Kennebec, 
Franklin, and Somerset counties,—and having 
corresponded and conversed with many persons 
concerned in engrafting, I deem it my privilege, 
if not duty, to give a more particular description 
of the appearance of apple scions, together with 
my views upon the expediency of engrafting this 
season. 

The most tender varieties are entirely dead. 
The bark is as brown as though the scions had 
been cut last June. In cutting the hardier va- 
rieties, the eye instantly detects. in at least one- 
third the cases, the injury sustained by the scion 
from the brown appearance of the wound. In 
the examination of the scions, the butts of many 
are brown, not only at the bark but entirely 
through the wood. Upon removing the bark, 
immediately above the joint of the two years’ 
growth, the bark is brown partly, if not wholly, 
around the scion. The inner bark, from the top, 
is brown frequently one-half the length of the 
scion. 

This injury was, undoubtedly, occasioned by 
the intense cold of Jan. 23d and 24th, immedi- 
ately succeeded by thawy weather, as scions were 
found to be thus injured at that time. This 
shows that they may be injured by extreme cold 
followed by a slight thaw, without subsequent 
freezing. It is probable that the extreme cold 
itself produced thé injury. Scions are sometimes 
injured by successive freezing and thawing, al- 
though the cold may not be intense. And, again, 
they may be injured by common cold, without 
successive freezing and thawing, provided they 
were not well grownandripened. They obtained 
a good growth last season, and were well ripened 
and firm when winter came, hence the winter 
killing must be attributable to the extreme cold 
lass January. 

I have never before seen, ina practice of thirty 
years, scions injured, apparently, to one-half the 
extent as at present. It must be very hazardous 
—presumptive, even—to use scions that have re- 
mained upon the trees during the past winter. 
The probability is that not one-third will live. 
This is the opinion of numerous persons with 
whom I have conversed on this subject. The 
question has been propounded, ‘* Will not the 
middle of the scion, which appears good, answer 
to set?”’ Will not an injury that has so appa- 
rently besieged both ends of the scion, extend to 
the middle of it? I know not why the butt of a 
scion should receive evident marks of injury and 
the middle escape those marks. But may we not 
suppose that if the butt is injured the middle may 
be ? 

We here learn the policy of cutting scions late 
in the fall or first of winter. Some engrafters 
have thus cut scions, and have wholly escaped 
loss from winter killing. I was fortunate in cut- 
ting, last December, scions for about one-third of 
a spring’s work,—some thirty thousand,—which 
I purpose to set for some fortunate persons who 
have fine orchards to engraft, and who may think 
that I can do the work as well as other engrafters.

Beans. The prettiest way for a man who cul- 
tivates but little land, to raise his own dry beans 
for next winter’s use, is—not to plantthe bush 
kinds by themselves, for that would require too 
much land, as the product is small—but to raise 
white pole beans. The common case-knife beans 
are excellent for this purpose. Strike out a doz. 
en circles on the ground as large as a cartwheel. 
Puta wheelbarrow load of manure into each, 
and spade it up with the earth. Drop the seed 
in the circle, on the outer edge of the hill, say six 
inches apart. Then insert eight or ten poles just 
within the circle, at equal distance from each 
other, and tie the tops of the whole together— 
forming a cone. Cover up the seed and wait the 
result. Each of these hills will yield you a peck 
or half a bushel of dry beans next fall—which, 
if you have but a dozen such hills, will give you 
perhaps half a dozen bushels. This will be 
enough for your purpose. By this course but 
little land is occupied. Pole beans yield much 
more abundantly than bush beans, and occupy 
air, whilst the latter must have the surface of 
the earth. If you wish to produce your own dry 
beans, reader, try this system the present season.

A Svusstrrure ror Bean Poss. How many 
gardens have their appearance spoiled by unsight- 
ly bean poles, as the old saying is, ‘‘standing sev- 
en ways for Sunday.’’ Ihave a way that looks 
better, and as for the productiveness, there is 
half difference in favor of my plan. Set posts 
twenty feet apart, six feet high, and fasten No.8 
or 10 wire on the top. Plant under the wire in 
hills two feet apart, leaving two plants in a hill 
to grow. Stick with willow or any kind of sprouts 
peeling the ends to prevent growing. Tie them 
to the wire and cut off the tops of the vines two 
or three inches above the wires. The rows should 
run north and south, and be four anda half feet 
apart. [Moore’s Rural New Yorker. 


To Save Earty Cucumsers anp Meron Pxants. 
Make boxes of common siding about fifteen or 
twenty inches square, and cover the top with 
millinet. These little frames, which may be got 
ready now, will serve two purposes. The first 
and most important one is to preserve the young 
plants from the striped bug, and the other is the 
protection they can be made to afford from the 
effects of late frosts, and thus be made the means 
of yielding a much earlier crop than obtained 
without such protection. ‘

Arg you Piantine ovr a Grape Vine? Then 
dig the ground two feet deep, and at least a space 
of four feet in diameter ; and also dig and mix in 
with the earth one bushel of well rotted barn-yard 
manure for each vine. Do not use fresh manure, 
and if you have no old, then mix one quart of 
lime, and two quarts groundor broken bones, 
with one gallon of chamber ley; scatter it over 
the ground beforehand, and dig in thoroughly. 
When you plant the vine, see to it, first, that the 
roots are not dry and dead ; cut one ; if it is black 
on the inside, it is dead ; try another ; if any are 
blackened and dead, cut them away. The roots 
of young grape-vines ill not bear much exposure, 
and often plants are set out when nota single 
root will grow, and thus the plant is not bettor 
than a cutting. Out your vine after planting, 
so that only two buds are left to grow. If you 
have been careful to prepare the ground as above, 
have spread out the roots carefully, in setting,

ADJOURNMENT OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
The Maine Legislature adjourned on Friday 
morning last, after a session of 98 days. The 
work laid out for this Legislature was of rather 
more than the usual amount, as it had entrusted 
it to the revision of the statutes, (a work of much 
necessity,) and the question of the renewal and 
extension of the charters of the numerous Banks 
in the State,—both in addition to the matters 
which usually come before the Legislature. 

In the early part of the session, also, two 
United States Senators were chosen to represent 
Maine in Congress. As our readers are all aware, 
this duty was discharged by the choice of Amos 
Nourse, of Bath. for the unexpired portion of 
Gov. Hamlin’s term, and of Hon. Hannibal 
Hamlin, for the six years commencing on the 
fourth of March last. 

Prominent amgng the bills passed by this 
Logislature, are the following :—One in relation 
to the Supreme Court, (restoring the eighth 
Judgeship;) for the assessment of a State tax, 
amounting to $200,929°30; granting further 
powers and privileges to agricultural and_horti- 
cultural societies ; to amend the laws of forcible 
entry and detainer; to establish a standard 
weight for the sale of grain and carrots; to ex- 
empt libraries from attachment and execution ; 
additional respecting powers of Judges of Pro- 
bate; additional relating to the disclosure of 
poor debtors ; to regulate the sale and use of 
poison ; restoring the law of the revised statues 
relative to the publication of intentions of mar- 
riage; declaring all slaves brought into this) 
State by their masters, free, and to punish any 
attempt to exercise any authority over them ; ex- 
empting stockholders in corporations from per- 
sonal liability ; in relation to the rights of mar- 
ried women ; to cede to the United States juris- 
diction over a certain tract in Portland Harbor, 
Maine, known as the Hog Island Ledge, and over 
certain land at or near the entrance of Kennebec 
River, Maine. 

Among the bills passed was one of special in- 
terest to the citizens of Augusta and vicinity. 
We refer to the bill granting a charter for a free 
bridge over the Kennebee at this place. The 
company are authorized to purchase the franchise 











and property of the old bridge company, or, if 
they are unwilling to sell, to erect a new bridge’ 
at either of certain specified points above or be- | 
low the old bridge. To obtain funds for the pur- | 
chase or erection of a bridge, they are authorized 
to issue stock to the amount of $36,000, in $6 
shares. They are also allowed to take toll until 
such a time as the bridge shall have paid for it- 
self, and accumulated a fund of $15,000 in addi- 
tion, which sum is to be dqposited with the city | 
authorities and the interest thereof used for the 
purpose of keeping the bridge in repair. Having 
complied with these provisions, the company are 
authorized to convey the bridge to thé city of 
Augusta, to take and hold the same asa free 
bridge. 

We believe no grants were made to any of the 
numerous educational institutes in the State, al- 
though several resolves in their favor were intro- 
duced. A bill establishing a State Normal School, 
also fuiled. 

We shall soon issue the laws passed at this ses- 
sion, when our readers will have an opportunity 
of informing themselves as to the number and 
provisions of the legislative enactments of the| 
Thirty-Sixth Legislature of Maine. 











Gunninc Accipent. Two boys, Henry Pond 
and Timothy Rabbit, Jr., both of this city, the| 
former about sixteen, and the latter nearly four- 
teen years of age, were out near the Greely pond, 
east of the river, on Saturday the 18th inst. gun- 
ning, and while passing along the side of a brook 
on their return home, near sunset, looking for 
ducks, the eldest about ten or twelve feet in ad- 
vance, the gun of the latter by some means was 
discharged and the contents, a charge of buck 
and some smaller shot, entered his throat a little 
on the left side and passed through his right 
shoulder lodging under the skin, and causing in- 
stant death. An inquest being demanded by the 
parents of the deceased, was held by J. W. Pat- 
terson, one of the Coroners of this county. The 
statement of the boy, Pond, was that upon hear- 





ing the gun of his partner he turned around and 
saw him lying dead upon the ground on his face, 
he called to him two or three times and receiving 
no answer, and being much alarmed, he discharg- 
ed his own gun to ascertain whether that had 
done the mischief or not, he then, after turning 
his companion partly on his back, left for the 
noarest house and obtained help to bring the 
body out; his statement being partly corroborated 
by other testimony, the jury were fully satisfied 
that the boy’s death was caused by the accidental 
discharge of his own gun, and rendered their ver- 
dict accordingly. 








Tue Great Eastern Stream Suir. In reply to 
a communication from the Portland Board of 
Trade, Mr. John Yates, Secretary of the Eastern 
Steam Navigation Company, London, after ex- 
pressing the ggtisfaction of the Board of Direc- 
tors at ‘‘the very handsome manner in which 
you have joined the authorities of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company of Canada in the éree- 
tion of the necessary wharves, sheds, &c., with 
other requirements for the accommodation of 
their ship on her intended trial trip,’ adds the 
following :— 

‘*T have delayed making this communieation 
for a short time to enable me with some degree of 
certainty to say when it is probable our ship will 
be ready.» The progress we are now making in 
her completion warrants me in the belief that we 
shall be ready svon after midsummer next.” 

: So we may confidently expect to see this won- 
der of marine architecture, the coming autumn. 
She will be a gight well worth a trip to Portland 
to see.

THE LATE FRESHETS. 

The spring freshets of the present season have 
proved more destructive to property than for 
many years previous. In addition to the losses 
reported in our last, we have the following : 

The rains of the early part of last week again 
raised the water in the Kennebec, and to a point 
nearly as high as the week before. As a conse- 
quence the bridge of the Somerset & Kennebec 
Railroad at Skowhegan was carried away. The 
Skowhegan Telegraph says that ‘‘ the bridge was 
broken into but three pieces, which have been 
towed to the land about a mile below the village. 
It will be little better than a total loss.’’ 

The toll bridge at Waterville was also carried 
away. The Mail says that two spans of it, about 
one half of the bridge, went down. It reached 
here, whole, about 7 o’clock Thursday morning, 
bat broke up in going over the dam. The Mail 
also reports injury to the dams across the Kenne- 
bee at Waserville. - 

The Saco“River has also been on a rise, and we 
learn from an exchange that 

“The rains of last week caused a flood in the 
Saco river, in the Yop region, unexampled 
since August, 1826, the period made memorable 
by the White Mountain slide. At Conway, N. 
ii, the water rose cong Mey feet in fifteen 
hours; the intervals from Upper Conway to Great 
Falls, in Hiram, Me., were all flowed; and the 
turbid water, as it rolled over the cataract at 
Saco, gave evidence that the surface had been 
washed off of the richest portion of its soil. The 
numerous logs that had been accumulating in 
Swift river, Conway, for three years, were scat- 
tered far and wide over the banks, mixing in with 
the sugar maples upon the intervals to a degree 
that will make them inextricable—a total loss to 
the owners. The gateway at Great Falls, con- 
structed by the Saco Water Power Company, 
holds firm, and keeps in restraint the numerous 
ponds that feed the tributaries of the river.’’ 

The Ellsworth American of the 17th says: 

Union river has not been so high as at present 
within the memory of the oldest inhabitant. A 
good deal of uneasiness is felt as to the safety of 
the dams, booms, bridges and mills. It all de- 
pends upon what is called Brimmer’s bridge, some 
five miles above here. The logs are jammed 
against that, and extend back a long distance. 
The water is from four to six feet deep at each 
end of the bridge, and if it should give away, 
there is no foretelling the damage it will cause 
below, making, as it would, aclean sweep of 
bridges, dams, booms, logs, mills, wharves and 
vessels, down to the very bay itself.

Lrasruitres or Rartroap Companies For Stock 
Kittep. The Supreme Court of Illinois has made 
an important decision, in reference to the liability 
of salloond companies for cattle killed on their 
roads. The following is the syllabus of the de- 
cision : 

Trepass vi et armis, is not the proper form of 
action for injuries, resulting from the negligence 
of the servants of a curporation ; trespass on the 
ease is the proper action, of which a justice of 
the peace has no jurisdiction. 

Animals wandering upon the track of an unin- 
closed railroad, are strictly trespassers, and the 
company is not liable for their destruction, except 
its servants are guilty of wilful negligence, evinc- 
ing reckless misconduct. 

The burden of proof is on the plaintiff, to show 


/negligence. The mere fact that an animal was 


killed, will not render the company liable. 

In order to show the manner in which railroad 
trains are conducted, witnesses acquainted with 
their management, must be examined.
